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THE ELECTION OF MR. BROWN. 
\ 


Rarely if ever in Hie history of our city Ims any mayor been elected or\ 


such a tidal wave of enthusiasm as that which gave George H. Brown a 
Bignal victory in yesterday's contest for the mayoralty. 
The novel and 


spectacular features of his campaign, together with his catchy slogans and 
his abuse of what he termed the "corrupt interests," caught the town and 
-non for him not only the confidence of the people hut a vast majority of 
their votes. 


While we could not support Mr. Brown, not only because we believe that 


& democratic party still exists in Lowell, hut because we do not believe that 
he is the light kind of a man to fill the important office of chief executive o£ 
oui oty, yet tho people having expressed their preference, have elected him, 
and it is now the duty of every good citizen to acquiesce most cheerfully in 
•the result. 


A peculiar phase of his election is seen in the fact that while his whole 


campaign was mainly directed against the domination of the liquor element 
in politics, yet the increased vote for license shows that the people have not 
yet quite accepted as truthful all the charges made against the liquor inter- 
ests and the alleged inefficiency or failure of the police board to enforce the 
law to the letter. 


If the people were actuated by any unusual enmity against the liquor 


inteie^ts they would have voted no-license; hut on the contrary and in spite 
of a hot campaign againstj license, they materially increased, the license vote 
over that of last year. 


It appears, therefore, that Ihe election of Mr. Brown came as the result 


of a spasmodic movement in favor of better municipal government and one 
vhich, though it may he foredoomed to disappointment, should 
now 
re- 


terve the support of every good citizen. 


It is the duty.of citizens of.all classes and all parties to join in assist- 


ing ill. Brown .in.carrying-oiit whatever policies he may see fit to adopt for 
the improvement of our municipal .government. For our owu part we will do 
this in the inte.rest of purcity, for'aftpr-all these political contests are set- 
tled bj the people, it must be remembered that'the sole end is or should be.the 
public good. -The city is bigger than any party or any man and its interests 
must always he bold paramount. It is in this spirit that we wish Mayor- 
elect Brown every, success in his efforts to give us better municipal govern- 
ment. In whatever be docs in that direction he will have The Sun's cordial 
suppoit, but if he adopts any course that would be detrimental.to the city's 
interests he may expect our criticism and condemnation.

THE PRESIDENT'S MESSAGE. 


President Roosevelt's message to congress yesterday was quite long as 


usual and covered practically all the departments of government in a more 
.01 less radical way. The document is more conservative, .however, 
than 


many that have emanated from the present occupant, of the White House. 
He has evidently been taught a valuable lesson as to the dangers of unwar- 
lanted attacks upon .vested interests, upon the political-rights of certain 
classes, and especially in regard to the relations between the judiciary and 
organized labor; 


His attitude relative fo government control of large corporations, as 


indicated in the present message, favors publicity and federal control so 
that the operation of every corporation in the country will conic under the, 
jurisdiction of the national government. In this way he holds that cor- 
porations can be prevented from adopting any business method injurious to 
the entire country. 


On labor matters the president holds that the extreme demands of 


organized labor are unconstitutional. This statement, of course, is based 
upon some, of the-recent decisions by the courts, notably against-the boy- 
cott and the attempts of organized labor to discriminate against those who 
So not patronize union made goods. 


The president points out certain court decisions that ave detrimental 


to the rights of the wage earners, notably those that guarantee the liberty 
of the wage earner to contract to enter a dangerous occupation, to work 
an undesirable or excessive number of hours, or to work under unhealthy 
conditions. In this-the president is- unquestionably right, inasmuch as the 
guaranted liberty by which an individual can degrade himself and bis call- 
ing is but a species of self-imposed slavery. If there is a law against 
suicide there should also bfa'law to' prevent' any ' selE-dSgrada'ticlv ap- 
preaching suicide or causing the gradual undermining .of the constitution. 


The president mukes a strong plea for the preservation of our national 


• forests, and this has become a more'important matter than is generally 


supposed. So rapidly has the process of deforestation of mountains beeii 


- going on thai already the situation is alarming. Some of our most bcanli- 


fnl mountain have bcc-n completely bared, with the result that rock and 
claj are disintegrated and carried down to Ihe valleys by the torrents 
caused by the rains or by the action of ice and snow in the winter time. 
This deposit sometimes cuts off the bourec of rivers and 
chokes 
up the 


Driver beds, thus doing a great deal of harm to the cities and towns along 


the course of these rivers. There is danger from this evil in the Mcrri-

The-United States today stands as n general 
exception to the majority of nation^ in not having postal savings hanks 
wherever there is a postomce of any importance. 
The president shows that 


while there are only 1453 savings banks there are more, than 61,000. post- 
offices, 40,000 of which are money order offices.. it would be a great en- 
couragement to wage workers to save'their earnings if the posloflicos - of 
the country accepted deposits.and paid a fair rale of interest- Every.wage.- 


•orlsci- would deposit in a postal savings bank with a great deal, more con- 


fidence than in an ordinary savings bank/knowing that there is.absolute 
security. It seems but a matter of time when the United States government 


will have to adopt the recommendation of the president in regard to postal

NEW YORK. Dec. S.—More than a 


score of persons were injured, five of 
them seriously 
and a hundred more 


were thrown into a panic early today 
when a bomb was hurled into the air- 
shaft of the tenement house on East 
33rd 
street. 
The 
house 
was badly 


wrecked. 
Failure of occupants of the 


house to comply with the demands for 
money made 
upon 
them by 
"black 


hand" men is believed by the police to 
have been the cause of the outrage. 
The house was occupied by Italians, 
and it developed that threatening let- 
ters had been received 
by 
many of 


them during the past few months. 


The explosion was terrific. The con- 


cussion shook buildings for blocks. The 
sides of the air shaft down which the 
bomb was thrown are lined with sleep- 
ing rooms on one side and bathrooms 
on the other. 
Practically all of those 


injured were asleep in tho bedrooms 


on the south side. The bathrooms were 
wrecked, the water pipes 
torn and 


broken, and the whole building on that 
side was 
flooded 
before 
the 
water 


could be cut off in the partlallv wreck- 
ed cellar. Plaster 
and 
• bricks, mixed 


with jagged pieces of glass from tin 
shattered windows were 
hurled 
inti 


the sleeping rooms with frightful fore, 
and some oftho.se injured were found 
half buried and unconscious under the 
debris piled upon their beds. 


The roar of the 
explosion brought 


residents out into the street for blocks 
around, and in a few minutes a crowd 
of hundreds of 
half-clad 
men 
and 


women were gathered in front of the 
house. 


It was more than an hour before the 


excited men and women who thronged 
the surrounding streets could be milet-

The meeting was held at the High- 


land Congregational church. 
Supper 
was served In the church pariors. The 
president, Rev. B. A. Wlllmott called 
the meeting to order and reports were 
resd. Mr. Mead was then introduced 
and, In part, he said: 


"The Old South Meeting House Is to 


my thinking the most sacred structure 
in this country. Its history had to do 
\vith the cradling and the shaping of 
the nation. The most important of the 
great town meetings were not held in 
1-aneull hall, or, if they began there, 
they were adjourned to the Old South 
Meeting House. Faneuil hall In those 
days was a building about one-half Its 
present size. The meetings which re- 
sulted Iij the destruction of the tea and 
the expulsion of the troops from 
the 


harbor were held there, because it was 
the largest auditorium In the town 
The Old South Meeting House, then 
was the cradle of liberty. 
"It was the drat church In this coun-

Rarely if ever in the history of our city has any mayor been elected on 


BUCU a tidal wave of •enthusiasm as that which gave George H. Brown a 
signal victory in yesterday's contest for the mayoralty. 
The novel and 


specldoular features of his campaign, together wilh his catchy slogans and 
Ms abuse of what he termed the "corrupt interests," caught the town and 
ivmi for him not only the confidence of the people but a vast majority of 
their votes. 


While we could not support Mr. Brown, not only because we believe that 


a democratic party sfill exists in Lowell, but because we do not believe that 
he i& the right kind of a man to fill the important office of chief executive of 
oui city, yet the people having expressed their preference, have elected him, 
qnd it is now the duty of every'good citizen to acquiesce most cheerfully in 
fte lesult. 


A peculiar phase of his election is seen in the fact that while his whole 


campaign was niaihly directed against the domination of the liquor element 
in politics, yet the increased vote for license shows that the people have not 
yet quite accepted as truthful all the charges made against the liquor inter- 
ests and the alleged inefficiency or failure of the police board to enforce the 
law to the letter. 


If the people were actuated by any unusual enmity against the liquor 


interests they would have voted no-license; but on the contrary and in spite 
of a hot campaign against license; they materially increased the license vote 
over that of last year.

It appears, therefore, that the election of llr. Brown came as the result 


of a spasmodic movement in favor of belter municipal government and one 
which, though it may be foredoomed to disappointment, should

He was the 


eldest brother of Richard Watson Gil- 
der .of New York, editor of the Cen- 
tury, and of SIlss Jeannette L. Gilder, 
editor of Putnam's Monthly. Mr. Gil- 
dor was born in Philadelphia on April 
3, 1887. the son o£ Rov. William H. and 
Jane (Nutt) Gilder. He studied under 
Professor Donat Saar, Dr. William 
Mason, Dr. Robert Goldbcck and oth- 
ers, and -he taught for a while In the 
Flushing Female college, of which his 
father was president. In his youth he 
was organist of'tho Episcopal church 
in Flushing and also of 
St. 
John's 
Episcopal church, New York, For sev- 
eral years 1/2 was organist at tho old 
St. Peter's Episcopal church in Phila- 
delphia and also of die old St., Anno'8 
church, Brooklyn. 
During the Clvi 


war Mr. Gilder was principal of tho 
National Conservatory of Music. 
For 


several years he was professor of mu- 
sic at the Polytechnic Institute, Brook- 
lyn, and at the Mansfield and Adelph 
academies, Brooklyn. He was also t 
trainer of choirs. 
In 1873 Mr. Gildei 


accompanied Mme. Anna Bishop as her 
accompanist on her farewell concer 
tour from New York to San Francisco 
remaining in the latter city to give is 
series of,42 concerts. - Ho had 
made 
several western and 
New 
England 
tours. When he lived in Philadelphia 
he gave concerts there. During Gil 
more's last three "weeks at Gilmore' 
Garden, New York, Mr. Glider was th 
pianist of the concerts. His publlshc

usual and covered practically a!l the departments of government in a more 
01 lebS radical way. The document is more conservative, 
however, than 


many that have emanated from the present occupant of the White House. 
He has evidently heen taught a valuable lesson as to the dangers of unwar- 
ranted attacks upon vested interests, upon the political rights o_f, certain 
classes, and especially iu regard to the relations hetween the judiciary and 
organized labor.

His attitude relative to government control of large corporations, as 


indicated iu the present message, favors publicity and federal control so 
that the operation of every corporation in the country will come uhder the 
jurisdiction of the national government. In this way he holds that cor- 
porations can be prevented from adopting any business method injurious to 
the entire country.

upon, some of the recent decisions by the courts, iiotably against the boy- 
cott and the attempts o£ organized labor to discriminate against those who 
do not patronize union made goods. 


The president points out certain court decisions that are detrimental 


to the rights of the wage earners, notably those that guarantee the liberty 
of Ihe wage earner to contract to enter a dangerous occupation, to work 
an undesirable or excessive number of hours, or to work under unhealthy 
conditions. 
In this'the 'president 'is1 unquestionably right, inasmuch as the 


guaranted liberty by which an individual can degrade himself and his call- 
ing is but a species of self-imposed slavery. If there is a law 
against 


snicide there should also be a Taw to prevent any self-degradation 'ap- 
pioaching suicide or causing the gradual undermining of the constitution. 


The president makes a strong plea for the preservation of our national 


forests, and this has become a more important matter than is generally 
supposed. So rupidly has the process of deforestation of mountains been 
going on that already the situation is alarming. Some of our most beauti- 
ful mountains have been completely bared, with the result that rock and 
clay are disintegrated and carried down to the valleys by the torrents 
caused by-the rains or by the action of ice and snow in the winter time. 
This deposit sometimes cuts off the source of rivers and 
chokes up. the 


ri\er beds, thus doing a great deal of harm to the cities and towns along 
the course of these rivers. There is danger from this evil in the Mcrri- 
jnack valley where (lie destruction of forests near the source of the river 
would work a gi'cat damage to the manufacturing industries along (he river 


j"banks. The same, of course, is true and even to a greater extent in other 


parts of the country so that on the whole this question is one that should 
recehe pron'pl attention from congress.. The press of the country eveiy-

William J. Tucker of Dartmouth col- 
lege, appearing for what he said was 
the last time In his official capacity 
before the members of the Dartmouth 
Alumni association at their annual 
banquet at the Hotel Manhattan last 
light, spoke in earnest vein of the 
problems the college was facing and of 
the efforts that were being made 
to 


solve them. Mr. Tucker, who, although 
he resigned as Dartmouth's president 
nearly two years ago, still remains as 
the active head of the institution, said 
that while the policy of developing the 
instruction departments which the col- 
logs had resolved upon would cost 
money, yet the instructors themselves 
would cost even more, "for men cost 
more than buildings." 


Dartmouth's present ratio was one 


instructor to fifteen students, while the 
average in other colleges was 
about 


one instructor to every tenth student.

The explosion was terrific. The con-

on the south Bide. The bathrooms were
